Reasons For Allowance 

1 . The combination as claimed wherein an image forming device comprising 
a multimode semiconductor laser emitting ultra-short laser pulses with a duration of less 
than 1 ns and an optical system for forming an image from the laser on a printing plate 
is not disclosed, suggested, or made obvious by the prior art of record. 

Oka (US 5,388,1 13) discloses a laser apparatus having a multi-mode semiconductor 
laser for emitting short pulses of 15 ns (column 14, lines 22-40). 

Kane et al. (US 6,614,815) discloses an image display system having semiconductor 
lasers which can be electrically pulsed to provide pulses as short as 100 psec (column 
8, lines 45-49). However, the image display system does not form an images on a 
printing plate.
